of the arm. and Its appendages. Facial 
measurements and photographs of the 
visage prove,) unrcliablo Examples of 
this are famous cases in history of 
claimants to estates and titles. 

Ir.dlvidu.il faces differ, and similarly 
do fingerprints differ. Uch'ml ones 
facial expressions is the personality. 
Behind the general nppearance cf 
fingerprints are the microscopic details 
so that as one. pet son docs not know 
another until he knows more than the 
personality behlr.il tho face, so the 
minutiae of ti;e criminal's fingerprint 
are important in establishing his Ident- 
ity But faces can bo so nearly ro- 
pr luced In different individuals that 
this Is not a certain means of Ident- 
!f cation. With fingerprints It is other- 
wise. So that while Iho camera can 
1'e In showing apparent similitudes 
yei the fingerprint Is Infallible in that 
while •■• glance they may appear the 
same, yet when observed under the 
microscope, they revcai parts whirl) 
cannot be misread.

It might be port mont, considering the inade- 
quate accomodation reserved tot rooters at ;îic Queen's game and the rumor 
that the public wore to be admitted to the central bleachers Hex! Saturday, to 
nsk what provision is to be made for rooters under the new scheme, if it Is 
carried out. 

The student body of the University weu'.U Justly resent any attempt to 
move the rooters' stands from the side to the end of the Stadium to make loom 
tor a new reserved section, and it may >>e that '.he Athletic Board has no such 
purpose In mind. At any rate it Is to he hoped that ,t the new stand does go 
up the centra! section will be reserved for the organised rooters, who have 
learned te expoc! a good view of the game.
